How tho President and His Cabinet 


Ignore Civil Service Bcforiii. 


WASHINGTON, October 10.— Senator 


Hale to-day submitted to the Senate n 
report from the special committee to 
examine into the present condition of 
the civil service. The report make? 
o printed document of fifty pages. 
It 


discusses elaborately the testimony taken 
in New York, Pennsylvania and else 
where, and concludes with the follow- 
ing: 


"Th« general summary of investiga- 


tions made by the committee and the 
facts therein brought forth establish 
those things beyond controversy. 
In 


tho ft ret place, the partisan changes that 
have been made in Federal offices in a 
wholesale way under no pretence, were 
of no good to public service, and snob 
changes were not demanded. In the 
most marked instances, in Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Indianapolis and New 
York, these changes have been followed 
by eoandula in the public survioe, which 
has been rendered less efficient by reason 
of the changes. 


"Second—That tho Federal officials 


throughout the country, contrary to the 
directions of tho President, as found in 
his letter of July 14, 1886, have freely 
and openly participated in political Con- 
ventions, using their offical 
influence. 


IQ Pensylvania the entire machinery of 
Federal Bi-rvjoe was put in operation for 
the purpose of controlling the Demo- 
cratic organization of that State in the 
interest 
of the Administration 
and 


against the friends of Randall. 
The 


State Oonventioas were dominated and 
controlled by Federal officials and the 
Chairmanship of the State Committee 
was secured by an officer bestowed by 
the Administration upon members of the 
committee, who changed their allegiance 
Irom Randall to the President. 
In no 


case does tha committee find that any 
Federal officer has been disciplined for 
such interference in politics, but on the 
other hand such interference has been 
repeatedly recognized" and rewarded. 


"This interference, in some cases, 


notably at Bingbamton, New York, was 
most offensive To the people and amount- 
ed to a conspiracy to thwart and defeat 
the populhr will. 


TOLLS AND ASSESSMENTS. 


"That ths system of levying tolls 


and assessments upon Federal office- 
holders for political purposes has con- 
tinued without interruption since the 
Administration came into place. 


"The committee is persuaded that at 


present throughout the country office- 
holders are being generally assessed 
and called upon to contribute from their 
salaries to swell the campaign funds of 
the Democratic party. 


"While these assessments, EO gener- 


ally made and responded to, are in 
violation of the repeated declarations of 
the President and of the fundamental 
principles of civil service reform, the 
committee hardly feels warranted in 
severely commenting upon the conduct 
of these subordinates for violating a 
policy nnnounced by the President in 
view of the fact that that policy has I 
been departed from and grossly violated 
by tho President and members of his 
Cabinet iu their alleged and uncontra- 
dicted subscriptions of larse sums to the 
Democratic Na'ional Committee. It ia 
not to be expected that subordinates 
will ba justified in considering as sin- 
cere the declarations of a policy which 


so palpably repudiated by their au- 


thor, and the fact that the President, in 
a campaign in which be has so great a 
personal interest, contributes notori- 
ously one-fifth of his year's salary for 
nolUieal uses, is fairly to be taken by 
those who depend upon him for their 
:enure of office as not simply an invita- 
.ion, but a command, to do likewise. 
While perhaps, it is not strictly the 
unctions of this committee, it may not 
)8 improper for it to commend to the 
consideration of the legal adviser of the 
President an inquiry as to whether such 
subscriptions as made were not in di- 
rect violation of the following provis- 
onu—[The provisions of the law are 
iere cited.] 


•These things are contrary to the 


)ledgos repeatedly made by the Presi- 
lent, both before his election and since, 
n his letters, massages and well-nuthen- 
icated interviews." 


BUBNINQ HIS BRIDGES. 


The report here makes quotations 


'rom the first letter of acceptance of 
President Cleveland; from his letter of 
December 25, 1884, to Hon. William 
3urtis; from his inaugural address; 
rom his first annual message, uud from 
his letter of Sept. 11, 1885, to Civil 
Service CornmiHsioDer Eaten coudcmn- 
utf the spoils system and enunciating 
he President's views on civil service re- 
orm. It says that the investigation | 
made by the committee shows u oocdi- 
ion of affairs as diftmetrienlly opposed 
u what the President has proposed os 
t wonld be possible to imagine it to 
show. 


As to "how those promises havo been j 


tept," the committee quotes tha con- 
cluding paragraphs of the report of the ] 
~ivil Service Reform Association, of 
Indiana, "composed largely of gentle- 
men who supported the President iu 
.884," commenting on which the com- 
mittee says: 
| 


'The committee can appreciate the 


condition of mind in which these gentle- 
men of Indiana must have bi-nu when 
confronted with the facts brought out 
jy their investigation, many ol which 
have been also established for this com- 
mittee." 


SEBIOT73 CHABGES MADE. 


In regard to the removal from the 


Sugar Division of the Appraiser's De- 
jurtment in New York, the report Bays: 
"Tha evidence discloses undue interfer- 
ence by those high in authority, in muk- 
ng appointments and removals to the 
xteut of actual violation of the law. 


The testimony consisting principally of 
official documents, was obtained ap' the 
result ol the committee's investigation, 
no charges whatever having been pre- 
ferred, but the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, after having asked to be heard be- 
"ore 
the committee, and bis request be- 


ng granted, failed to appear and answer 
.he series of charges made against him 
n the testimony, but instead has seen 
It to assume the attitude of accuser, 
and in a published letter to George 
William Curtis, dated June 20, 1888, to 


state the conclusion to which the evi- 
dence naturally tends." 


SHE LAW DEFIED. 


Under the head of "Civil Service in 


Indiana," the committee cites the ap- 
pointment of Aquilla- Jones, as Post- 
master and Custodian of the public 
building at Indianapolis and his whole- 
sale removals of old and competent em- 
ployes, many of whom were ex-Union 
soldiers, and says thut Postmaster Jones 
in making dismissals, or in forcing res- 
ignations, has repeatedly declared that 
he did so because he wanted the places 
for Democrats, or wanted the places for 
some one else. He had declared, since 
this investigation began, that in making 
selections for appointment he had al- 
ways chosen Democrats over Republi- 
cans who had passed the examination. 
These removals have been made without 
the least reference to the efficiency of 
the office. 


The^nominatiou/of Matson, the pres- 


ent candidate for Governor, was secured 
by a band of office-holdRts headed by 
Deputy -Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue Henderson. 
Assistant Attorney 


Bailey recently made an incendiary 
speech attempting to rouse the passion 
of wovkingmon by insinuating, without 
daring to assert, the falsehood that Gen 
eral Harrison eleven years ago had 
wanted to shoot them dosvn for striving 
for higher wages. 


Employes of the Indianapolis Post- 


office came out of the 
building and 


hooted at a passing Republican pro- 
cession, and when General Harrison 
was being escorted to his home thesa 
employes came out aud yelled at his 
escort. 


It is unnecessary to say that such 


management of the civil service has de- 
moralized it in that State. From the 
beginning the complaints founded upon 
actual facts have been steady and in- 
creasing, and the service was never in 
such, an evil condition as it is now.

H. II. HIi Cora Confesses His Thefts. 


The San Francisco Chronicle Bays: 
H. H. McCord, » young man well 


known about towu, and who until re- 
cently was in tbe employ of A. Eisen- 
berg, a Kearney-street jeweler, is locked 
up in the tanks of the city prison on H 
charge of grand larceny. 


McCord is but 22 years old, is a fine- 


looking young man, and on Easter Sun- 
day married a lady of about hie owu 
age, with whom he has been happily 
living at 1304 Pine street. 


After six months of wedded bliss Mc- 


Cord was arrested at Truokee on his 
twenty-second birthday, on Tuesday, 
the 2d inst., at tho instigation ot his 
former employers, who assert that bo 
has embezzled jewelry and coiu from 
them to the amount of $4,000. 


Nearly a year r.go McCord was em- 


ployed as a book-keeper and manager of 
a jewelry establishment ou Kearney 
street by Mr. Eisenberg, who kuew tho 
young man well, and who felt perfectly 
safe in intrusting tha concern in his 
handa for a period of n ,ve>ir or caote. 
Mr. Eisenberg went to Europe about 
ten months ago, and several weeks since 
returned to the city. 
Shortly after his 


arrival he discovered false entries in the 
books, and that cash and jewelry were 
missing. 
MoCord was suspected, and 


he was discharged. McCord then se- 
cured a situation as travalino; salesman 
for the Diebold Safe Company, and 
about two weeks ago started out on the 
roiid. 
On reucbing Kono, Nev., he re- 


ceived 11 dispatch from his wife ia this 
city stating that Private Detective Cur- 
tio was looking for him. 


MoCord took the telegraph messenger 


boy at Keno into hio confidence, gave j 
him $10 aud was shown a telegram 
froai Curtin to a Constable authorizing 
McOoul's arrest. McOord innnagecl to 
have tho mowaga delayed in its delivery 
for two hours. 
Iu tbe meantime he 


hired a' team and drove to Truckee. 
The Constable, was apprised of his 
movements and followed him to Trncke» 
arresting him at that point. 
When 


brought to this city aud placed in charge 
of Curtin's agency tho prisoner con- 
fessed his frauJulent transactions. 
He 


admitted that he began appropriating 
ioiu and jawelry two mouths after his 
conueoti 
i with the firm. Tu one jaw- 


eler in 
, u uo McCord sold diamonds 


valued at 51,092 and pocketed the pro- 
ceeds. He also confessed to having in 
his possession in a trunk at his resi- 
dence a number of gold and silver 
watches and movements. 


A search warrant was taken out, with 


whioh Detective Dan Coffey, accom- 
panied by Mr. Fisenberg, the prisoner, 
and one of Curtin's detectives, proceeded 
to the house to secure the stolen prop- 
erty. I n a t r u u k was found a number 
of watches, which both McCord and 
Eisenberg identified as belonging to tha 
latter. 
A memorandum bearing 
the 


numbers of tbe watch cases was snatched 
from the hands of Mr Eisenberg by the 
prisoner's wife, who put the paper in her 
mouth and dashed oat of the room. 
Coffey pursued her and recovered the 
document, not, however, until it waa 
nearly destroyed by the taeth of Mrs. 
MoOord. 


While this scea e iu the house was being 


enacted, another was taking place on 
the outside. 
Curtin'a detective was on 


the doorstep waiting for the mea inside 
to finish their work. While standing 
with his face toward the street, ths door 
opened suddenly, a yong man ia shirt- 
sleeves appeared, ami with the exclama- 
tion: "I'll teach yon to spy aroaad 
this household," struck the private de- 
tective on the nose, making that organ 
bleed. He continued to pummel the 
dazed 
officer untill Dan 
Coffey ap- 


peared, when he ran away without being 
identified. 


MoCord is an intelligent young fellow, 


being a graduate of the State Univer- 
sity. He offers no exoluantion as to 
what prompted him to commit tha 
theft. 


When arrested at Truohee $1,140 in 


cash was found in a satchel that Mc- 
Cord carried with him. 
Tho mouey 


was given to Eisenberg.
